The building Churches in the shape of a 
cross, and altering the place of the pulpit, 
and other forms introduced in many Chur- 
ches, show a growing spirit of Antichrist. 
The intreduction of stained windows, and 
of pictures, must certainly have a tenden- 
ey todraw off the thoughts from the wor- 
ship of Him whe is a Spirit, and is to be 
worshipped in spirit and ion truth. It is 
hardly necessary to speak of the heresies 
intreduced ; and the making of salvation 
depend upon man’s work and choice, or 
upon baptisms, or apostolical succession, 
and other things, which are placed instead 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, and salvation by 
faith in Him. They who preach sach 
things, preach another gospel ; and of such 
Paul says, “If any man preach any other 
gospel unto you than that ye have received, 
rot etanibe dhewrticd, ale Li:8,9.

Another evil, whichis almost a heresy in 
many of our Churches, is in letting some- 
thing, that may be good by itself, occupy 
the place of the gospel. For instance, 
some place the temperance cause before 
the gospel, asserting that it prepares the 
way for the gospel. Others require tem- 
perance pledges, or abolitionism, or some 
other ism as a test of union with Christ, 
aud a term of communion with themselves ; 
forgetting that the gospel is the remedy 
for every evil in the world; and that faith 
in Christ unites to Him, and to the true 
Church. Ministers often leave their call- 
ing of preaching the gospel, to preach 
some ism; or, to put forward the claims of 
some particular society, so as to swallow 
up everything else in that. And is there 
not a growing evil, and an apparent seek- 
ing after popularity, or an attempt to en- 
snare the world to hear religion, by pub- 
lishing notices, in advance, of sermons to 
be preached on particular subjects? Such 
notices are very frequent in our eity pa- 
pers; and the subjects are often apparently 
foreign to the gospel, although advertised 
to be preached on the Sabbath.

Three thousand 
years ago it was covered with a dense population 
and dotted all over with populous cities, pyramids 
and other stupendous works of art.

tants were tut litth behind our own are ina 
‘knowledge of the arts and sciences. Bnt a curse 
was pronounced upon Egypt, and in accordance 
with this curse, it has been for centuries a moral, 
adesolate waste ; nor will it recover from its effects 
until evesy “jot and tittle” of the prophecies res- 
pecting it have been fulfilled. 

Napoleon, in the early career of his military glo- 
ry, directed his eye to Egypt, and all his subse- 
quent movements in relation to that country were 

in view of establishing a French colony there, and 
of restoring the land of the Pharaoh's to its primi- 
*tive greatness. But he fought against Fate. The 
woes pronounced upon Egypt had not all been pour- 
-ed out, and instead of improving the country as he 
designed, he did nothing more than to add to its 
degradation and wretchedness by quartering a large 
army upon, and destroying the lives of many of its 
inhabitants.

The following sketch of 
Egypt as it is at the present day, was reported to 
the New York Evangelist from a sermon delivered 
a short time since by the Rev. Mr. Rogers of New 
York, who has recently visited several of the ori- 
ental countries. 

“Mr. Rogers began by a graphic description of 
the ancient wealth, power, and grandeur of Egypt. 
These he placed in striking contrast with her pres- 
ent poverty, debasement and ruin; and showed that 
her history, for two thousand years, has been but a 
transcript of the prophecy —“The scepter of Egypt 
shal) depart away.” 

‘“Hlor immense pyramids, and her granite pillars 
and arches of ancienttemples of religion and sci- 
ence, indicate her former greatness,when her scep- 
ter extended over twenty thousand cities, and when 
she was pre-eminent among the nations in the arts 
and sciences, as well as in wealth, splendor and im- 
perial sway. 

* Now, in the language of prophecy, she is, in- 
deed ; comparatively, “a base kingdom.” For two 
thousand years she has had no Egyptian prince, but 
has been ruled by, or rather crushed to the earth, 
under the despotic tread of foreign tyrants. Mo- 
hammed Av, the present ruler of Egypt, extencs 
his despotisin down through all the departments of 
the government, and through all grades of the peo- 
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vate slavery ; and it is conclusive

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Condensed View of our Missions. 


As we have entered on a new year, it may be 
well to spend a little time in reviewing the present 
state of our missionary operations, and the work of 
the past year. We will begin with 

THE LABORERS IN THE FIELD. 

The American Baptist Missionary Union has 
now under its care sixteen missions, with about one 
hundred and forty-five stations and out-stations.— 
Seven of these missions are in Asia, one in Africa, 
three in Europe, and five among the American Ip- 
dians. Connected with them, including those now 
in this country, and two on their way to China,there 
aro one hundred and one missionaries and female 
assistant missionaries ; and about one hundred and 
fifty native preachers and helpers. So that the 
whole number of laborers sustained by the Union 
1s not less than two hundred and fifty. 

SCHOOLS AND PRESSES. 

To qualify native preachers for their work, there 
are three schools in the Asiatic missions, embra- 
cing about forty pupils. Besides these, there are 
about fifty boarding and day schools, in which not 
less than two thousand children are within the influ- 
ence of Christian instruction. Thirteen printing- 
presses are under the direction of the missions, 
multiplying copies of useful and religious works. 

COMMUNICANTS. 
Connected with the various missions, there are 


about eighty-five churches,numbering not less than 
six thousand five hundred members. Many, once

THE WORK OF THE PAST YEAR. 

Within the year, two of our beloved missionary 
corps passed from the toil of their service to its re- 
wards. Five voluntarily withdrew from the service, 
and eight came home in search of health, or to ac- 
company their families. Three of those who were 
ia this country, retorned to their fields last year, 
and eleven new missionaries and female assistants 
have also gone to reinforce the French and Asiatic 
missions. During the year, $16,659.68 were paid 
into the Treasury, towards liquidating the debt of 
forty thousand dollars, and $73,556.60 for current 
expenditures ; making the whole sum contributed

LAST YEAR COMPARED WITH THE PRECEDING. 

The year 1846 cannot be considered one of emi- 
nent prosperity in our missionary operations. Yet, 
if the fruits be compared with those ef the preced- 
ing year, or with these of a like number of labor- 
ers at home in the same year, reasons enough will 
be found to constrain all to make memorials of the 
mercies of God, and to inscribe on them, ‘Hitherto 
hath the Lord helped us.’ More direct missionary 
labor was performed in 1845, thaa in 1846 ; and a 
larger number of baptisms were reported. But 
there were fewer deaths,and temporary suspensions 
from missionary toil, and e larger number of new 
laborers went into the field, and more money was 
paid into the Treasury, in 1846, than in 1845.— 
Two of our missions are almost desolate ; but most 
of them are as full of hope, as at any former peri- 
od, and some of them were never so prosperous. 
They only need the enlarged and permanent sup- 
port of the churches at home, and the blessing of 
God, to open the sources of endless bliss to perish-

York. He fuiled, however, in this enterprise, as 
signally as he did in Vermont ; after which he uni- 
ted with a Community of Fourierites. 

The fate of this man and the mischief which he 
was instrumental in producing, contain a lesson to 
all those, who, in their zea] for a particular cause, 
make that cause the leading feature of their reli- 
gion. “Repentance towards God and faith in our 
Lord Jesus Christ,” are of more consequence than 
the outward reforms of the day. The cross in 
which St. Pau! gloried so much, should be held up 
to view as conspicuously now as it was in his day. 
All other moral reforms, and there are many very 
worthy ones, should be kept in their proper piace 
—behind the cross. “Jesus Christ and him cruci- 
fied” should be the leading theme of the preacher 
of the gospel, and he who attempts to reform the 
world by any other means, or upon any other prin- 
ciple, will most certainly fail.

TO HiS REVERENCE BISHOP HUGHES. 


Ata meeting of the Congregation on 
the 25th Dec., 1346, the following resolu- 
tions were adopted : 

1. The free German Congregativn unan- 
imously express their disapprobation of the 
intolerant course of Bishop Hughes. In- 
asmuch as the Congregation quietly and 
peacefully withdrew from the Romish Hi- 
erarcliy, without having given to the Bish- 
op or to oue of his adherents the least oc- 
casion for an assault, they therefore pro- 
nounce the letter of Bishop Hughes to be 
ancliristian. 

2. Whereas Bishop Hughes declares 
“that we were no Roimanists, and that there- 
fore no decision has taken place,” we are 
constrained to contradict Bishop Hughes, 
and to assure him that we were bora and 
brought up Romaa Catholics, and also that 
the names of our children may be found in 
the baptismal registers of New York. It 
was high time, surely, that we had renoun- 
ced such achurch, in which the shepherds 
do not even know who belong to their 
flocks. 

3. Whereas Bishop Hughes has publicly 
declared “that the German Catholics in 
New York are fully satistied with the Ro- 
mish Church,” we can ouly pity the igno- 
rance of Bishop Hughes, that he is so un- 
acquainted with their feelings. It canaet 
be otherwise; for what can a priest whois 
not himself a German know of German char- 
acter and the feclings of Germans? We 
therefore repel this assertion of Bishop 
Pughes as not founded on truth. 

4. Because Bishop Hughes could not as- 
wnil the unimpeachable character and purc 
doctrine of our pastor, the Rev. Dr. Giusti- 
nianj, le calls hima “German Jew.” We 
pitysthe fall of the Romish Hierarchy !— 
When a Bishop cau siuk so far as to resort 
to such an expedicnt, it was time that we 
had declared ourselves free. from her.— 
(But what if this were really the case 1— 
Does not Bishop Hughes know, that Jesus 
Christ himself, our Saviour, wasa Jew, of 
the root of David? He is a Bishop, and 
does he not even know that the Api 
were also Jews?)

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Full Assurance at the Cross. 


Those who have met with, and carefully 
read, Dr. Spring’s late work on “The At- 
tractions of the Cross,” have doubtless found 
it one of the best of modern buoks. It 
does indeed make the cross attractive,draws 
the heart of the Christian to it, and g‘ves 
strength to lus faith, and ardor to his love. 
We have been pleased to meet with the fol- 
lowing passage on fall assurance. The au- 
thor answers a question whieh has often 
been asked with an air of doubt which there 
seems to be nothing in Scripture to justify. 
— Bost. Reporter. 

“There is nothing in Christianity that 
forbids the hope of the Christian rising to 
full assurance. Two preliminary questions 
settled, and every man is warrented in cher- 
ishing an assured hope of eternal life.— 
The first is, is he sure that Jesus Christ is a 
divine and all-sufficient Saviour? the sec- 
ond is, is he sure that he believes in him ? 
Doubt in regard to either of these pvints 
of inquiry disturbs his serenity, and neces- 
sarily produces hesitation and embarrass- 
ment. While there is no doubt in relation 
to these, his hopes assume the form of con- 
fidence and certainty. They are not the 
illusions of the imagination, nor the off- 
spring of credulity, but the ‘fruit of the 
Spirit,’ grown to maturity, and nurtured 
and invigorated by all the promises of God. 

A mind that is satisfied of the truth of 
the Cross, seeks no higher evidence of the 
Saviour's all-safficiency, and asks no other, 
no surer way of salvation. The foundation 
is strong enough to support any hope that 
is built upon it; nor isthere any reom for 
apprehension, or place fur doubt, where 
men build upon this corner-stone laid in 
Zion. The doubt and fear of good men 
arise not from any secret suspicion that the 
system of redemption through the cross is 
not worthy of their entire confidence, but 
rather from the fear that they do not believe 
in it, and from some lurking apprehension 
that they are deceived as to their own per- 
sonal character. While it is true that hy p- 
ocrites and other unregenerate men may de- 
ceive themselves with false hopes, such as 
truly believe in the Lord Jesus, and endeav- 
or to walk in all good conscience before 
him, may be assured that they are in a state 
of grace, and may rejoice in the hope of 
the glory of God. There is no impossibil- 
ity in a believer being conscious of his faith, 
nor do we perceive that there is any obsta- 
cle in the way of this consciousness, more 
than frequently exists to the consciousness 
of a multitude of his internal emotions,— 
Faith in Christ so widely differs from unbe- 
lief, that the true believer may know when 
he exercisesit. Itis not a bare conjectu- 
ral and probable persuasion, but an assar- 
ed reality. So long as it was founded up- 
on the divine promises, and accompanied 
by the evidence of those graces to which 
these promises are made, there is sinful 
mistrust in not indulging ‘the hope that ma- 
keth not ashamed.’” 


Jesuit Missionaries, 

The Jesuit order has been recently revi- 
ved. Restored in our own times to exist- 
ence by that See for which they contended 
so valiantly and effectively, it remains to 
be seen how far they will resume their an- 
cient fields, and with what measure of their 
first zeal and success. Were tney to throw 
themselvessinto the current of the age with | 
the sinewy vigor and lithe pliability of for-| 
mer times they yet prove most formi- 
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t of 
want, or even death itself. When the plague 
wasted, and thousands were falling before 
it, in the deep pestilential holds of the gal- 
ley where their Christian charge were held 
in bonds by their Turkish captors; or i 
the heathen land when persecution had 
unleashed all its emissaries and terror and 
death, the Jesuit missionary was seen man- 
ifesting a serene courage, his staunchest ac- 
cusers might well envy. Had the order 
but fixed the cross in the heart, where they 
reared the crucifix in the market-place, 
had they given the Scriptures where they 
scattered legends, and labored for Christ 
as assiduously and boldly as they bled for 
the delusions of Antichirist, the whole his- 
tory of the world had been altered. But 
had they done all this, the work of evan- 
gelizing the world would not have beeu left 
to become, as it is, the blessed privilege of 
our own age. The failures of others, their 
corruptions and deficiencies, are part of 
the heritage of instruction that time has 
been accumulating fur the benefit of the 


vanquished Syria, which David provided 
for the temple that was to be reared by the 
hand of his son, the favored Selomon. 

The institution,on whese history we have 
dwelt, shows what a few resolute hearts may 
accomplish. When Ignatius with his first 
companions bound themselves, by a mid- 
night vow, at Montmartre, near Paris, on 
the 15th of August, 1534, some three cen- 
turies ago, to renounce the world fur the 
purpose of preaching the gospel, wherever 
the supreme pontiff might send them, the 
engagement thus ratified in darkness and 
secrecy, beside the slumbering capital of 
France, was one most momentous to the 
interests of our entire race. That compa- 
ny of seven poor students, with but zeal, 
talent, and stout hearts, and a burning en- 
thusiasm, formed then a bond far more in- 
portant to the after history of mankind than 
most of the leagues made by kings at the 
head of embattled squadrons. We doubt 
if Talleyrand ever schemed, or Napolean, 
in his highest flights of victory, ever dicta- 
ted so significant an act. In its moral sub- 
limity, the act far transcended that of Cor- 
tesand Pizarro recieving the mass in a 
Spanish church, upon their engagement to 
set out for the subversion of an American 
empire. In the shadows of that subterra- 
nean chapel, where these Jesuits thus bound 
themselves, fancy sees Africa, and Asia,and 
our own America, watching intently a trans- 
action, that wasso deeply to affect their 
subsequent history. It remains for those, 
rejoicing in the principles of the reforma- 
tion, to bring the devotedness and intrepid- 
ity of the Jesuit to bear upon their own pu- 
rer system, in the missionary field. With 
the incorruptible word of our God for our 
chosen weapon, victories impossible to them 
may become easy to us; and what was but 
too often a forgetten mottyu, on the surface 
of Jesuitisin, may become a principle at the
